1939 Football Season 


The 1939 football squad completed a nine-game schedule ending in the upper third of the 
pigskin class with six games won and three lost. By means of a fast backfield and a rugged 
line, the Bulldogs vanquished two-thirds of their foes, rolling up 140 points to their opponents’ 


89. In contrast, the "38 squad landed in fifth place with 89 points to their opponents’ 142. 


North Dallas crushed some powerful elevens while rolling over its opponents. The strong 
Sherman Bearcats, district champions, fell victim to the Bulldog attack and the toe of Jimmy 
Fitzpatrick, 7-0. Dallas Technical, victor over Brekenridge High, the mighty dictator of the 
South Texas grid wars, had the bad fortune of meeting North Dallas after a humiliating defeat 


by Woodrow Wilson. The Wolves were promptly tamed, 14-0. 


Midway in the season, big Bob Mullarkey was converted from a tackle to a blocking back. 


As a result, the line was weakened considerably throughout the rest of the season. 


Two hard-fought games stood out in the Bulldog schedule. Opening the season, the 
Canines met the Sunset Bisons and downed them 13-7. Landon (Red) Irwin distinguished 
himself as all-city material while disintegrating the Purple forwards with his hammering charges. 
After a poor showing in the Woodrow game, the Orange and White line rose to outplay and out- 
fight the entire Adamson eleven in one of the most singular, outstanding performances since the 
introduction of the moleskin maulers at North Dallas. Adamson won 14-12 only after sixty 
minutes of thrill-packed ball. This exciting contest topped off a Thanksgiving Day dinner, and 


a successful season for Coaches ‘‘Potts” Anderson and Rufus Hyde.
